Prnbahly at no time stace the Chinese war in 
+869 bas Uhanphal been brought so prominently 
inlo notice as at present, when, as the depdt of 
the Eastern Telegraph Company, it is the chlef 
source cf news fram the front ; sill it Is strange 
that of this model republic so. 'tle should be 
generally known,’ Many pcople are so mis- 
informed as to Imagine that Shanghai belongs to 
Great Britain, In reality, although Englishmen 
take avery important part in ‘the affeirs of the 
acttlement, they can clalm none bat individoal 
right to such distirctlon,.but take the lead, not 
because the Queen hasa single soldier up the 
Yang-tsze-kiang, but because wherever, English- 
men are they make their presencs felt allke in 
the competiiions of commerce and of sport by 
ther supetlor physiqne, energy, and powers of 
organisation, ‘ : 

The country surreynding the settlement fs 
not attractive; for Shanghal [s sltcated about 
twelve miles above thepoint at which the Hwang 
Poand Waosung rivers jotn the Yang-tsre, forme 
ing the Woosung—or Heaven sent—Bar, over 
which there {8 an average of 2oft, of water, The 
alver (wh'ch from here to the'settement {sas 
muddy a3 the Th: mes below London) {s bounded 
by mud-banka and paddy-fields, as far as the 
eye can reach, and absolutely level for twenty 
miles, the few trees which at one time existed 


having been destroyed ‘by the rebels when they | 


occupied the vall-y, » The river Is about a quar: 
ter of x mile broad ; and by working the tldes, 
the Pacific ant Orlental Company's Mners can 
anchor abreast the English Bund. Thle bund 
orembankment extends from the American to 
the French Concesslons, and provides a fine 
thorouphfare, atong one alde of which are many 
of the principal banks and mercantile Loutes, 

The houses wre mostly large; for although 
in winter the mean terperature ts 391 deg, 
which 1s about the same as In England, the 
sommer heat Is so intense that spacious rooms 
with large windows, shady verandaby, and last 
but not of least importance, a bathroom attached 
to every bedroom, become almost a necesslty if 
one fs to exist in any comfort, and that the 
people of Shanrhal sre quite detérmlued to do. 
On the other slde of the road the pathway ts 
shaded by an avenue of trees, between which 
and the river are well-kept grass lewne, 

The guide-book says, “Two hours will be 
found quite'auffictent for 'Shanghal.” That such 
ig not the case anyone who has bad the pleasure 
of paying a tengthened vistt to the settlement 
will know; bat first it may be well to see the 
plice from the golde-book pofnt of view, name> 
ly, that of the P, and 0. telpper. It may be 
wafe'y supposed that the man who only {intends 
to spare two hours an shore will fand after lanch ; 
for there te naluraily a dearth of restaurante at 
a place where everyone lunches either at the 
club or else at one nf the messes which many of 
the Inrge firms provide for thelr staffs; so, un» 
cheered by the experience of a. club tiffic, he will 
follow the book's direction and start bis rickshaw 
for Babbling Well Road. Even the trpper will 
be p'eased ‘with difference In speed attained by 
the Shanghal cnolle to anything that he bas 
heen accustomed. to before; and also by. the 
absence of stoppages.on. the road, for the Sikh 
police maintalo a most wholesome discipline 
among the Chinese crowd of carriages, rickshaws, 
wheelbatrows, bamboomen, &c. As a rule, 
{a only necessary for the fiery Sikhm to look eta 
Chinaman {a order to reduce him to submission 3 
for these scions of a fighting race. with thelr 
bristling moustachcy end flashing eyes, look as if 
they meant business; bot should this awfol 
spectacle prove {ow:fficent, = twist of the eit all 
or reminder with a stick is always-at the China.

to check it lacreased enormously ; go they were 
teeestablished, ard now with a population of 
1,500 British and 100,000 Chinese, thore are very 
few infrlogementa of the law. 

_ Leavinp the Bund, the houses for the first 
qaarter cf a mile are entirely Koropean; but 
after that comes the Chinese quarter, Now, of 
course, the words Chinese" and * filthy” are, 
co far as habitation and many other things are 
concerned, synonymous. Even byte in the settis- 
ment the smells are wonderfat in thelr variety 
and pungency; atfll it ie a very great improve- 
Menton any nativeclty. The soad Is broad aud 
in good repaly, the side walks are paved, and one 
is able to see without t0o great discomfort those 
Strange ways for which the “heathen Chinese 
is pecultar, Many of the sights, such as. the 
filnerant barber, restaurateur, and greengrocer, 
with thelr paraphercalls sluvg at olther end of 
a bamboo, may be seen in the. streets of Hong- 
kong, Singapore, ur avy other place in the Far 
East; but st Shanghal we mect.also the men of 
Northern China many of whom come with droves

This road ahthteresting as ft 1s, may be taker 
ag a faiv specimen of the three others, which 
ron for éimitar distances from the settlement, 
and to Europeans they do not sccm extraordinary 
feats of engineering genius; but they stand ont 
asmarvels of facllity compared wiih the lacework 
of narrow footpaths surrounding them on all 
sides. These footpaths pertain throughout 
China, and certalnly, while sufficing for wheel- 
barrows and pack animals, they do not occupy 
so much space as roads, But bow futal they are 
fo the extension of commerce in time of peace, 
and torap{d mobilisation in tlme of war, ft would 
seem that the present military catastrophe in 
Kuréa, has shown snfficlently clearly’ ta be 
appreciated even by tho miods of men whose 
education has been entirely confined to the works 
ofConfuclus, Perhaps the Chinese Government 
would now understand the opinion of a Roman 
general who, when asked what was ofthe first 
iraportance for the civilfzation and development 
of a° newly conguertd province, answered 
“ Rozds.” “And after thet?" “ Roads." And 
after that? More Roads,” - t 
The next thing to be sean would be the native 
city, which is about = quarter of a mile from 
the Engtlsh Club, and only separated from the 
French Concession by a wall and ditch.. Still, 
very few of the residents vi-it [t-more than once 
and many not so ofter, It certalniy does not 
acem inviling as doe passes the gates, for the 
draloage is entiely on what may be called the 
open-alr aystem, and bere at the entrance it ts 
obstrusively open, Nor docs anything seen later 
teed to change the first bad {mpression, Inthe 
streets there {¢ a rough pavement, but so imper- 
fect is It that the water stands many Inches 
in a succession of puddles, through which pack 
horses with loads projecting on elther side, tramp 
and splash, constantly forcing the foot-pasiengers 
Into the open shops; so jt Is better to rezatn the 
settlement by the roads along the rampaite, 
which is broad and unfrequented, save by the 
soldiers, whose guard-rooms, may be seen at

The racecourse surrounds the cricket ground, 
and by the time that the racing is over cricket 
and lawn teonls areio fall swirg ona ground 
about 200 yards iquare, on which the grass is 
perlect, owing tothe care of ‘a small army of 
Chinaman, who, by the way, bowl, or rather 
‘throw, and field at the cricket nets, and at 
lawn tencis will put the best man on their mettle, 
Thie ground is, however, rivalled {nm popularity 
by the Country Club, to which ladies may 
belong, and which has this. additional advantage, 
that tea can be served lo the shady walks that 
are Jald‘out between the tennls courts, while in 
winter the ladies! drawing room'of the clabhosse 
fs @ popolay rendezvous for the afternoon, This 
club, too, gives a series of datices in the cold 
weather, at which the energy and numbers of 
the danciog men would delight the heart of any 
hostess. Inthe middle of surimer, when the 
heat become too great for tennis, it is the 
usual meet for the Tandem Club. In the 
summer itself, that Is, from July ta September, 
too much stress should not be letd; the heat and 
damp are fearfol, for the town being situated on 
the banks of a river there fs seldom. any breese 
to cheer the enetvated bodies and minds of those 
who are obliged to remain at the offices, while 
thefr more fortanate fellows are at Myanushts, 
the Japanese Simla, or at Chefoo.
